PARIS, Get. 7.— The German at­ 
tempt to outflank the allies on the 
left

unchecked. 
Try as

will, the French and 
British 
columns have been unable to check 
the German offensive in the north­ 
west. 
They have been compelled to 
give way further in the neighbor­ 
hood of Doiiai and have fallen back 
to the neighborhood of Lens. 
Tile 
fighting now continues 
with 
the 
greatest violence, according to the 
latest official reports, all along the 
north and south 
front, 
extending 
from the vicinity of the Compeigne 
nearly to the Belgian border. At no 
point the military officials here in­ 
sist, 
have 
the 
Germans 
broken 
through the line. They have succeed­ 
ed in forcing back the French to new 
positions, it is very frankly admitted, 
but these positions hold fast and the 
Germans have been unable to com ­ 
plete their encircling operation 
or 
to drive a wedge through the allied 
line which would enable them to iso­ 
late the army operating on the north 
and overwhelm it. To offset the suc­ 
cesses west, the French continue to 
drive 
the 
Germans back in the 
Woevre district. 
The French m ove­ 
ment northward is increasing heav­ 
ily in 
rapidity and before long it 
should be reflected on the west as 
the Germans will have to withdraw 
part of their forces to reinforce those 
operating in the W'oevre region or 
else suffer a serious reverse that will 
imperil their entire campaign. 
The complete text of the official 
statement was as follows: 
“ Gn our left wing the battle con­ 
tinues with great violence. 
The op­ 
posing fronts have extended into the 
region from Lens to La Bassee and 
the fighting 
is 
prolonged by the 
masses of cavalry w'hich are in con­ 
tact in the region of Armentiers, west 
of Lille. 
“On the front from the Somme 
to the region of the Meuse there is 
nothing 
new. 
“ In the W oevre region the e n e ­ 
my continues his attempts to renew 
his efforts to arrest our progress but 
all attacks have been repulsed. 
“ In Russia, the German army, de­ 
feated in the battle of Augustowo, 
which lasted from September 25 to 
October 3, is attempting to arrest 
the pursuit of the Russians and is 
trying to hold a line along the fron­ 
tier from Wirballen to Lyck.. 
The 
Russians, however, continue on the 
offensive 
and several 
points 
have 
penetrated into east Prussia. In gen­ 
eral the German offensive in the Nie- 
man district has been terminated by 
a complete defeat and with heavy
